NEW YORK, July 21. (®}—Dam- 


Doheny, multimillionaire California 
oll man, are asked in an amended 
complaint filed today by Robert H. 
Murray in his libel suit. 

Murray charges that Doheny, to 
oe ofl operations in Mex- 

ico, issued a statement declaring 
that Murray had approached him 
to finance a Mexican revolution. 

In an earlier complaint, which 


he asserts he lost when Doheny 
made the revolutionary charges. He 
also asks $270,000 as punitive dam- 
ages as well as the original $100,000. 
At the time of Doheny’s state- 
ment, Murray charges, he was on 
the best _of terms with the Obregon 
government after twelve years’ resi- 
dence in Mexico, but that the 
charges held him up to hatred and 
disgrace in Mexico City and dam- 
aged his business and reputation. 
The sta*‘ement, he says, cost him 
his connection with a Vera Cruz 
oil concern with whom the Califor- 
nian was in. litigation. and facili- 
tated Doheny'’s plans in “carrying 
out of certain designs of his own 
with respect to said properties.”

The livery business isn’t what it used 
to be, but between milkmen, hucks- 
ters, pony-expressmen, junk men and 
other house-to-house delivery men, 
probably more than 2000 horses are in 
regular use for business purposes in

EDUCATIONAL WORK PROPOSED 
AS CURE FOR ACCIDENTS} 


As a matter of education of mo- 
torists to check the enormous loss 
of human life and limb in accidents, 
the new science of “motorology” is 
proposed for the curricula of high 
schools and colleges. 

Since motor vehicle accidents that 
take the huge toll of 2000 lives and 
100,000 injured persons annually in 
California are distributed through- 
out the twelve months, it is held 
that the seriousness of this great 
disaster is not generally realized. 
One car in every sixteen passed on 
the road is annually involved in an 
accident in which some one is killed 
or injured, it is pointed out to mo- 
torists by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

In view of statistics that show 44 
per cent of the accidents due to 
negligence on the part of motorists 
or pedestrians, and 54 per cent due 
to failure to observe the laws, or 98 
per cent that are due solely to 
carelessness and lawbreaking, leav- 
ing less than 2 per cent to be laid 
to defective equipment, or highway, 
weather conditions and “acts of 
God,” safety authorities of the mo- 
toring organization recommend the 
development of the study of “motor- 
ology” in schools and elsewhere. 


FIVE-COURSE STUDY 


It is considered that this new! 


} 


study should consist of at least five 
required courses and others that 
could be elective. Every motorist 
should be reguired to have a thor- 
ough knowledge of these subjects. it 
is then recommended, and these 
courses might be defined as follows: 
Construction and Care of Motor 
Vehicles, which would tell the mo- 
tor car owner why the wheels go 
around, define such “mysterious” 
terms as “differential” and “univer- 
sal,” tell what “timing” means, and 
generally enlighten the autoist on 
the principles of lubrication and 
the systematic checking and tight- 
ening of bolts and nuts, and other 
matters highly important to the 
proper care and operation of the 
car. 3 
The Art of Operating a Motor Ve- 
hicle would be the next course, and 
this would teach the novice how to 
capably handle the machine. It 
would give him the ability to start 
a machine in a smooth, easy man- 
ner, to quietly shift gears, back a 
car parallel to a curb without dam- 
aging near-by machines, to use the 
brakes properly, and to signe! prop- 
erly when making a turn or pulling 
out from the curb. Most of all, this 
study will improve the driving 
ment of the individual, it is held.

There is a curious degree. of personality 
in the desert plants which has for many of 
us a very definite fascination. It is one 
thing for a plant to grow when it is cosseted 
and nurtured, irrigated and cultivated and 
fertilized, sprayed to ward off insect perils, 
fenced in and protected and sustained at 
every turn—the gardener’s proper business. 
But those strange organisms which have 
the skill to fend for themselves, to live and 
blossom joyously in situations and under 
conditions which most plants find intoler- 
able—that is “something else again.” Such 
as these win an ungrudging admiration. 


“Some of the vegetation of the desert,” 


says Peter Barnhart, who knows his desert 
flora well, “is covered, leaf and branch, with 
a substance like unto varnish; some with a 
coat like cotton, known as ‘tomentum’; 
some with a wax-like substance—while cacti 


are covered with a water-proof skin. All of — 


the coats, of whatever name or nature, were 
designed for one purpose—prevention of the 
evaporation of water from the bodies of the 
wearers. Many people look upon the desert 
as a waste, destitute of interest, while in 
truth it presents a great panorama of plant 


life, quite as varied in character and as in- 


teresting as that of the tropics.” 


The Desert Garden 


At this time of the year, when watering 
has become a serious duty and folk are vaca- 
tioning and have to leave their gardens and 
home grounds to the tender mercies of 
whomever can be got to care for them, it is 
inevitable that thoughts turn to those kindly 
and self-reliant plants which can do without 
much care. 


The cactus or desert garden is a source 
not only of much interest, but also a genuine 
comfort when one must be away from it. 
The time has passed when it was necessary 
to go into the desert and bring home the 
cacti that were of interest; now they may 
be had from nurseryman and seedsman, and 
real admirers of the species will go to these 
sources for them, for the desert is being 
seriously depleted. As to what cacti—it is 
like what books, those that one finds inter- 
esting. Cactus “fans” are usually most gen- 
erous in sharing their treasures, and many 
cacti root with exceeding ease. 


A very interesting small collection of cacti 
is that of B. M. Galbreath of Chino, who in 
a comparatively smal! space has brought to- 
gether some sixty or eighty different forms 
of cacti—some from South America, some 
from Africa. In the old days the padres 
used the stout opuntias as a hedge—it is odd 
that its use for this purpose has not con- 
tinued, for it is as sturdy and as discourag- 
ing to cattle as any barbed wire. 


To be satisfying in a garden, the desert 
garden should have a suitable setting and a 
place a little by itself, next to an adobe or 
stucco wall, or, as Harry Gantz of Orange 
County has his, in a courtyard against a wall 
of old Mexican design, with the only other 
planting a great pepper tree. Here is noth- 
ing that strikes an alien note. 


Shrubs for Dry Places 

Many another shrub beside the cactus 
thrives well with but scant water supply, 
and many a dry hillside, now bare and sub- 
ject to erosion, might be clothed with vege- 
tation which at blossoming time would make 
for it a very “garment of praise.” Among 
_ these are the familiar “greasewood”— 
Adenostoma fasciculatum, a white flowering 
shrub, which grows from three. to ten feet

One of the handsomest of the barberries is 
this Californian. Ceanothus stands a deal 
of drought; so does the Bush sunflower, 
Encelia Californica, and the two are excel- 
lent neighbors. The bush sunflower will 
cover dry banks and grow by the roadside 
with the ease of golden-rod in New England. 
Then there is the wild buckwheat, which 
blooms in midsummer—-white flowers, — 
tinged with pink—Eriogonum 
and Fremontia Mexicana—at' best on a dry 
hillside and gorgeous in springtime. 

On the beach sands Tamarix grows well, 
and very rapid in such a situation is the 
Tree Mallow, Lavatera assurgentifolia; its 
rose-colored flowers are very effective near 
the deep blue of the sea. The lupins all 
stand dry situations and heat—especially 
good are the Tree Lupin, Lupinus arbores- 
cens and Lupinus brittoni, with deep blue 
flowers. Longiflorus blooms in early 
spring. One of the most distinguished of the 
family is L. Paynei, which is especially 
lovely in color, tall and lusty in growth. 
There are blue-flowered, lavender, rose- 
colored blossoms in this type of lupin—and 
it is very easily satisfied as to soil and 
situation. 

The false Mallow, with hollyhock-like 
flowers, Malvastrum fasciculatum, stands 
drought admirably; so does Rhus integri- 
folia, excellent for covering dry banks. In 
fact, the lupins alone would make a lovely 
showing, but combined with ceanothus, en- 
celia and a little of the Nevin barberry, any 
dry and burned looking bank would assume 
a new and most attractive guise. 


Among perennials and biennials, the white 
evening primrose is wonderfully profuse in 
bloom, making a very sheet of dazzling 
flowers, under most difficult conditions. The 
California fuchsia, Zauschneria microphylla, 
is another kindly and most attractive plant 
quite able to grow in a garden, the water- 
ing-can forgot. The magnificent Yucca, 
which may not be rifled from the canyon, 
may be bought in the gallon can from many 
a nursery. 

There are others—but these are a few, 
and most of them may be had in the all 
useful gallon container, the joy of the florist 
and the hope and stay of the belated gar- 


Planting From the Can 

It would seem unnecessary to give infor- 
mation on some subjects, but one has heard 
of street trees carefully set out, can and all. 
The proper procedure is to take the familiar 
can-opener, cut down the side, then cut 
along the lower edge until the plant may be 
slipped out without being in the slightest 
degree disturbed. Have its place ready, 
when the soil is partly filled around the 
plant, pour in water. Let this settle, then 
repeat, let settle again, then fill in, press 
down firmly, make the soil loose on top, and 
supply some sort of shade for a few days.

A N ENTHUSIASTIC Easterner return-

West, was talking to a train-made ac- 
quaintance. He had seen wonders of many 
kinds, he had traveled rapidly for great dis- 
tances, had had his first glimpse of the 
Pacific, had s@en and heard about bountiful 
production from Western soils, operated un- 
der Western conditions by Westerners—he 
had filled his mind with all the facts he 
could assimilate. Some of these facts he 
could not quite comprehend—nevertheless, 
he could wax enthusiastic. 


The immediate subject of conversation 


was the tremendous production from frri- 


~the for. much of our 


im 


gated lands. He said, “You know, they 
produce many times the volume of crops we 
do in the East, and this marvelous land, all 
it needs is irrigation and irritation.” 

This well-meaning Easterner admirably 
expressed a situation of which he knew lit- 


d is indeed “irritat- 
ed” and not cultivated. 

The question is, how much cultivation is 
essential and how much cultivation can be 

cticed before “irritation” is indulged in. 

e might well ask ourselves, first, why do 
we cultivate? There are several reasons. 

We must keep our Western soils ever 
ready to absorb moisture. We are existing 
here under somewhat of a forced condition, 
practicing an intensive agriculture in a4 
semiarid territory where insufficient rain- 
fall occurs on any given area to 
produce a crop. It is, therefore, primaril 
portant that the soil be able to a 
all rainfall that does fall on it. Extra wa- 
ter must be applied in the form of irriga- 
tion and the soil must be in shape properly 
to absorb water so applied. 

Our Western soils are generally lacking 
in erganic matter and one of the prime 
requisites of cultivation is to turn under or- 
ganic matter created by planting cover 
crops or allowing weeds to grow. This will 
assist in the absorption and holding of 
water and will serve the further purpose of 
loosening up the soil, thus allowing water 
to penetrate with greater ease. Having pre- 
pared the soil to absorb water and provid- 
ed for turning under cover crops and other 
organic matter, the next step is cultivation 
for the conservation of moisture. 


HOW WATER “ESCAPES” 


In this connection we might well won- 
der how water escapes from the soil once it 
is wetted to fleld-holding capacity, which 
is that degree of wetness found four or five 
days after an irrigation has been applied 
or a rainfall has occurred. Downward 
movement of free water by gravitation has 
ceased and the soil is merely standing there 
wet. Evidence indicates that most of the wa- 
ter escapes through the action of roots. A 
little of it may be evaporated into the air 
from the surface, but as most trees do not 
depend upon the-surface. for their mois- 
ture, that portion of the soil can be more 
or less disregarded. Water is not at all 
particular what kind of roots absorb it out 
of the soil. Walnut roots, citrus roots, roots 
of nettle, of malva, alfalfa, 
clover—all are served with impartiality. 
That is why we must cultivate to kill un- 
desired growth. 

Summing up, we find we are cultivating, 
first, to prepare soil for absorbing moisture, 
second, to turn under organic matter, third, 
to conserve moisture (primarily) 
the elimination of unnecessary root action. 

The next question is—when do we do it? 
That is something for the individual grower 
to solve. The practice will vary with the 


Grower Understanding Reasons for Stirring the Soil Better Able to Obtain 
Results—W ater Not Particular as to Kind of Roots It Serves 
—Do Not Overwork Ground

to nearly all types of soil. There is one in- 
variable rule—don't cultivate when the soil 
is too wet. An extremely sandy soil can be 
cultivated almost immediately after irriga- 
tion with comparative safety. The heavier 
the soil, the longer cultivation must be de- 
layed. In judging the degree of dryness, do 
not be guided by the surface. Remember 
the tool you are using goes from one to 
four inches, or more, under the surface. 
The moisture condition there should be the 
determining factor when you cultivate. The 
ground at that depth should be so dry that 
the tool going over it and pressing down- 
ward will not cause a puddling or packing. 
If too wet, the action is just the same as 
though you were making one giant mud 
pie at the depth at which you cultivate. 
Repetition of such cultivations will eventu- 
ally produce a layer known as — 
sole” or “plow pan, and will seriously 


If your soil is so heavy that the top will 


bake and become hard before it is dry 
enough four inches deep not to puddle, a 
spike-tooth harrow run over the surface 
will prevent surface baking. Do not cul- 
tivate more frequently than necessary. Re- 
membering that we can disregard the top 
foot of most of our soils on which trees 
are growing, evaporation or loss of water 
from it can be discounted. 
MANY SAVE WORE 

Many growers have found that they can 
go a month or six weeks without cultiva- 
tion. Some have successfully irrigated 
twice in the same furrows without a culti- 
vation between. Such practice has resulted 
in material improvement of-the physical 
condition of the soil. The soil seems to re- 
adjust itself and assume a different struc- 
tural formation under the surface, absorb- 
ing water more readily.

These records were divided’ in- 
to three groups, according to prodtction— 
the first consisting of all groves producing 
over a ton of nuts per acre; the third those 
producing less than fifteen hundred pounds 
per acre, the second groves between the 
two extremes. The cost of cultivation in 
the highest producing group was $9.55 per 
acre, that in the poorest producing group, 
$15.24. Hence cultivation did not increase 
volume. 

Comparison of two other groves will show 
how two different men handled a very sim- 
ilar type of soil with a difference in cul- 
tivating costs of $27.26 per acre. The first 
ng trees on a very heavy 
black loam soil approaching adobe. In 
March, he plowed not to exceed four inches 
deep, following in early April with a spike- 
tooth harrow. In early June the grove was 
irrigated and about ten days after, to pre- 
vent surface baking, the owner again went 
over the ground with a spike-tooth harrow. 
Ten days later he went in with a disc, tying 
a spike-tooth harrow on behind. 

Note that he spike-tooth harrowed to 
prevent surface baking and did not put a 

This operation ran into 
July. A second irrigation was given the 
middle of August and was followed approx- 
imately ten days later by a spring-tooth 
harrowing which left the ground in 
for harvesting. 

HOW IT WORKED 
On another ranch the soil was a little 


| lighter. This place was plowed four to six 


inches in March. In April, the owner dou- 
ble disced and cultivated. In May, he irri- 
gated, following as soon as possible by a 
cultivation to a depth of four to five inches. 
In June, he cultivated again. During July 
and August, two double-discings and culti- 
vations were given. 

Now, what is the result? The first man, 
who cultivated as little as was consistent, 
has no plow sole, his ground takes water 
readily, his trees are growing vigorously 
and with no sign of dieback from lack of 
moisture. The grove produced 2850 
of nuts per acre last year. His cost of cul- 
tivation was $6.23 per acre, Winter rain- 
fall wet the soil to a depth of approxi- 
mately four feet throughout the entire 
grove. The other man, who went over his 
land practically every three weeks of the 
—— season, has a distinct plow-pan, 

has very poor water penetration, and pro- 
only 1130 pounds of nuts per acre. The 
cost of his cultivating was $33.49 per acre. 
Last winter’s rainfall only went into the 
soil one and one-half feet. His trees are 
stunted and show considerable dieback as 
though from moisture deficiency. 

There are two extremes. Five times as 
much money was spent to cultivate one or- 
chard as went into the other. Both prac- 
both groves were of seedling trees; and 
things being equal the yield should have 
somewhere near the same. Yet the man 
who cultivated the most got only two-fifths 
as many nuts. Apparantly we can reduce 
our cultivation program to a minimum con-

the project sent in to the farm bureau of- 
fice a monthly report Tsting all items of 
expense and income. After the close of 
the year these records were tabulated and 
summarized. The summary shows that the 
average cost of producing a pound of but- 
ter fat was 87.2 cents. This item includes 
455 cents for feed, 17.5 cents for labor, 
66 cents for miscellaneous expenses, 5.4 
cents for interest on investment, 6.5 cents 
for replacement and purchase of new stock, 
4.1 cents for decrease in inventory of stock, 
and 1.6 cents for depreciation. 

The average price received by the dairy- 
men for butter fat sold as whole milk was 
93.5 cents per pound. However, additional 
income of 5.5 cents for manure, 6.8 cents for - 
cull cows and other stock sold, and 8 cents 
for calves and miscellaneous items, brought 
the total income to $1.06 per pound butter 
fat produced. These indicate that 
sale or use of by-products is very important 
in the industry. 

The average cost 


per cow for the year 
was $307.85. Of this item $160.66 was for 


feed, $61.75 for labor, $23.29 for miscellan- 


Two of this last group had no net profits. 

The average production on these twelve 
dairies was 9014 pounds of milk and 
pounds of butter fat per cow. 

While these twelve dairies showed an av- 
erage profit of 19.4 cents per pound butter 
fat, it should be kept in mind that as a 
group they are perhaps somewhat above 
the average in management, if all the dai- 
ries in the county be considered. However, 
the average production of the group is two 
pounds lower per cow than the cow-testing 
association average for the county. 

Five of the seven dairies shipping milk to 

Los Angeles are in the Chino district. This 
group of seven had an average cost of 67.6 
cents, an average income of 98 cents, and 
an average profit of 22.6 cents per pound 
butter fat. 
_ Two dairies selling to local retailers had 
an average cost of 93.5 cents, an average in- 
come of $1.T7 and an average net profit of 
26 cents per pound butter fat. 

Two dairies running their own retail 
routes had an average cost of 94 cents and 
an average income of $1.10, with an average 
profit of 11 cents.

The added profits increased more rapidly ° 


during the years of the campaign than 
did the butter fat, it is pointed out, since 
the expenses were no greater and nearly 
-all the increase was profit. 

Prof. B. H. Crocheron, director of the 
extension service, has this to say con- 
cerning the campaign: 

“Back in 1920 when the average Call- 
fornia cow gave 183 pounds of butter fat, 
it seemed wildly optimistic for the exten- 
sion service to announce, as it did, that 
it was setting out to get that average 
cow up to 265 pounds by 1930. It was a 
- 45 per cent increase in production to be 
' attained in ten years. The extension 
service believed it was possible of at- 
tainment and that it would put the dairy 
industry in the State on a profitable and 
permanent basis. At the prices of but- 
ter fat then being received, it would add 
$24,000,000 per year to the pockets of 
California dairymen, or, expressed in an- 
other way, would annually pay interest 
on the whole cost of the Panama Canal. 

“So the extension service put asgsist- 
ant farm advisers at work in all the dairy 
sections of the State who, acting under 
the leadership of the dairy extension 
epecialist, have conducted the greatest 
dairy improvement campaign in the coun- 
try. The campaign is still being waged 
and the year 1930 has not yet arrived, 
but the planned progress is about up to 
schedule, and the improvement already 
made is remarkable.  - 


“To get from 183 pounds in 1920 to 265 | 


pounds in 1930 means an average in- 
crease of eight and two-tenths pounds 
per year, or 240.4 pounds by 1927. The 
actual figure attained in 1927 was 239.2. 
The increased value of the butter fat is 
already annually over $19,000,000.

Mail Clerk’s Hobby 
Grew Into Business 


Cudahy—When Moses E. Frick began, 
several years ago, to keep a few hens in his 
backyard on South Hoover street, Los An- 
geles, it was merely with the idea of having 
some “interest” outside of his work in the 
railway mail service. His hobby, however, 
eventually landed him on a two-acre ranch 
in Cudahy, where he is devoting all his 
time to the raising of chickens. He says he 
has never been sorry that he “traded jobs.” 
The Frick White Leghorn ranch, on 
Elizabeth street between Atlantic and Wil- 
cox, is not, strictly speaking, an “egg 


| ranch,” though the production of eggs is 


the owner’s business. The eggs on this 
place do not often find their way into the 
delectable “ham and,” but go to commercial 
poultrymen, for hatching use, being from a 
good strain of layers carefully developed 
for laying ability. 

Mr. Frick has collected a goodly number 
of prizes, cups and ribbons in egg-laying 
contests, having for years been a consistent 
winner at these events. Nor has the Cud- 
ahy man been satisfied merely with volume 
of egg production—he has been 
for size of eggs as well and says he has 


achieved results in this respect. 


The size of the flock on the Frick ranch 
varies from year to year. Sometimes there 
are as few as 800 birds, sometimes there 
are twice that many. A certain number are 
always trapnested, Mr. Frick having been 
a pioneer in this practice. 

This poultryman says he has been fortu- 
nate in having but little disease to com- 


bat. ‘He believes that most of the mortality

The Andersons say they receive top prices 
for the fertilizer because they feed only cut 
hay. The trouble of marketing is saved by 
selling always to the same man, who comes 
to the ranch and hauls away the fertilizer.

“The cantaloupe industry in Imperial is 
a marked example of American determina- 
tion and resourcefulness. Pioneers, with 
the aid of water from the Colorado River, 
transformed a desert which waited silent, 
fot and fierce in its desolation, into a fer- 
tile valley. Growers and shippers with a 
vision developed the cantaloupe, honeydew 
and honeyball melons and brought them up 
to their present state of perfection, in- 
creasing the output from around 300 cars in 
1905 to almost 18,000 in 1927, and probably 
slightly over that number in 1928. Rail- 
roads and refrigerator car companies also 
deserve credit for the swift movement of 
the iced cars to all parts of the country, 
and State and Federal agencies have done 
their part in standardization, inspection, 
and market news work. 

“The United States Market News Service, 
through its telegraphic reports, keeps the 
growers and shippers advised of conditions 


in receiving points, and the daily distribu- | 


tion table compiled from original destina- 
tions and diversions gives a picture of the 
rolling cars and assists in preventing over- 
loading markets. 

“The future success of the Imperial Val- 
ley cantaloupe industry depends largely up- 
on organization, advertising and improve- 
ment in quality. The American appetite is 
demanding 4 melon of high sugar content. 
When it is not available, consumers turn to 
peaches, strawberries, or other competitive 
fruits. The trend of the times is toward or- 


ganization in all industries, which would 


solye many agricultural problems in the 
Imperial Valley, especially in regulating 
acreage so that suppy would not exceed 


demand.” 

In discussing certain markets, the report 
said: “While the New York City market 
‘stood up’ wonderfully well under heavy 
receipts, the wisdom of sending from one- 
third to one-half of the entire output to 
one large city is questioned.” 

As to markets, “the large operators pre- 
fer the consignment deal because it offers 
a way for more equitable distribution. In 
fact, until recent years, when movement be- 
gan to climb and cash buyers entered the 
field, distribution was handled through a 
clearinghouse in which the Market News 
Service took a prominent part. Another 
form of clearinghouse has been suggested 
as a means of improving present distribu- 
tion. Any practical plan of this kind for 
handling such a perishable commodity as 
cantaloupes is probably worth a trial.” 


Chuckawalla Valley

There is no reason to wait for this, 
however. . There are many exercises 
which will literally work wonders in in- 
creasing chest and breast development. 
I think she is throwing away her nioney 
in vain by, using cold creams, skin foods chjj 
and their like. 

Good health must come from within— 
from a clean blood stream. : 

The physiological development of any 
structure must come from physical cul- 
ture and frém the normal e<ercise of: 
natural, physiological function. 

The entire problem is one worthy of 


consideration by intelligent mothers. 


“Is Bran a Good Food?” 

Question: Do you think bran is irri- 
tating to the digestive system? 

Answer: The answer to this question 
cannot be given, unequivocally, yes or 
no. Bran is not, ordinarily, an irritating 
food. However, on the other hand, I 
would not say that it is as complete a 
food as whole wheat. 

The modern existence of universal con- 
stipation makes it necessary for thou- 
sands of people to consume a coarse 
food which contains sufficient roughage 
to induce natural peristalsis. 

For this purpose, bran makes an excel- 
lent peristaltic agent—an anti-constipa- 


tion agent. 


When the intestines, however, are 
highly inflamed and already thoroughly 
irritated, then I would not suggest the 
addition of bran. It would be better to’ 
use the softer laxative fruits in its place. 

When the problem of constipation has 
been solved, then I no longer see the 
necessity for using bran. In its place I 
would recommend, fcr a practical break- 
fast, the genuine whole wheat, purchas- 
able in any health-food store in the city, 
the whole wheat served “as is,” unproc- 
essed, unchanged, without any previous

Q.: Will you please give me a remedy 
for poison oak 

with poison oak the only thing which can 
be done is to wash it away with an alka- 
line solution. Such an alkaline solution 
may be made from warm Epsom salts 
water, if available. 

Alcohol also serves to dissolve the oil 
and will, temporarily, at least, furnish 
some relief. 

If neither of these is available, ordi- 
nary laundry soap will furnish sufficient 
alkaline material to neutralize or to wash 
away the volatile oil of the poison oak. 

However, I want to give you a word or 
two of caution as to the method and 
technique. Don’t wash poison oak the 
same as you would your face and hand; 
and thus spread the oil to an area which 
has not been exposed. Be careful to 
wash away only that area where the 


symptoms are manifested. ‘Then, if you} 


do wash an area which may have been 
exposed, use a clean cloth or a fresh so-. 
lution of either Epsom salts, or of the 
caustic laundry soap.

These Crimes —tfor the rafters of the Syna- 


gogue spread over all the con- 
tinents and the seven seas—has called to our at- 
tention the interesting experiences he has had 
among the Australian bushmen. And he has also 
handed to us a statement made by Dr. William 
Lloyd Warner, who is an anthropologist ind a fel- 
low of the Rockefeller Foundation. 


Dr. Warner and Col. Bailey are in complete ac- 
cord as to their conclusions concerning the disas- 
trous effects of the contact of white civilization 
with all primitive peoples. 


-“The Australian bushmen,” says Bailey, ‘where 
not touched by civilization have a fine code of mor- 
al ethics; there is no double standard of morality, 
they do not permit too close intermarrying. When 
you see these men out on the ranges their skin is 
shining with the glow of health, their eyes bright 
and piercing, their carriage graceful and dignified. 
But one month in contact with civilization and the 
contrast is pathetic. They recognize a Deity ruling 
over all creation, they believe in reincarnation and 
claim they have spirit guides.” 

Dr. Warner in his statement says that also when- 
ever white civilization has touched the black, it 
meant the destruction of the black. And he says 
it is chiefly because the black man’s civilization was 
so well balanced and so carefully worked out that 
even to touch one cog in it meant that it would fall 
to pieces. That where the blacks had never been 
touched by white civilization, they still were going 
about completely nude, or, in a few cases, wearing 
only a loin cloth. He found the black natives of 
the countries he visited loyal and naturally honest. — 


As we pondered over the conclusions of these 
two eminent men our own thoughts went back to 
books that we have recently read concerning the 
peoples of the Polynesian Archipelago. A wonder- . 
fully fine race they were, the men strong and hand- ~_ 
some, the women ravishingly beautiful. A gentle 
and a most lovable race that was very happy and 
port before white civilization came in contact 

What white civilization has done to.all primitive 
peoples is a-most sordid and tragic story. The 
Marquesans of Polynesia, for instance, are now quite 
extinct as a result of their contact with the white 
man’s civilization. The same thing has happened to 
all aborigines, wherever the white man found them. 


What the white man brought to primitive peoples 
seems to have been mostly disease and immorality. 


In the books that we have réad dealing with 
these subjects, we often found the statement that 
the white man carried the Bible in his hand and a 
keg of rum under his arm when he went to “con- 
vert” the heathen. The statement is invariably 
made as a sneer against Christianity. 

But why blame this squalid on 
ity? It was not Christianity that blotted the Mar 
quesans and other primitive races off the face of 
the earth. Beautiful and good as their own relig- 
ions may have been and doubtless were, these abo- 
rigines were fortunate in having a still better and 
more beautiful religion brought to them. 


It was the scoundrels, the ruffians, the cut 
throats and murderers faring forth under| the cloak 
of Christianity who did the damage. 

Many crimes have been committed, it is sald, in 
the name of charity and even in the name of jus- 
tice. And certainly no one can dispute the fact 
that countless crimes have been committed 
in the name of Christianity. But, for these crimes 
Christianity cannot justly . Some 
one has said that it is not fair to condemn 
Christianity for the reason that it has not 
yet been tried.

I do not know why this figure is taken 
for granted. There is no reason why a 
child’s nursing should be stopped at nine 
months any more than it should be at 
two, six or twelve months. 

If we were to go to the oriental or to 
the European countries we would find 
that they successfully nurse their chil- 
dren up to the age of two and two-and- 
one-half, sometimes even up to age 


Many 
on the least provocation. They ‘become 
sick, perhaps, or sometimes social duty 
is present, and with very little consider- 
ation, the child is weaned. 

It is true mothers will get sick, but still 
that is no justification for placing the 
child on artificial feeding. The breast- 
pump may be used so that the milk can 
be taken away for two, three or four 
days, until the mother recovers. : 

I want to warn mothers at thsi season 
of the year that they should not wean 
their children unless it is necessary to 
do so. Summer time is the poorest 
period of the year in which to wean the 
suckling child successfully. 


There are many reasons for 


Second, the child is more subject to 
the digestive diseases during the summer 
months than at other periods. | 

Therefore, unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary, postpone the weaning process at 
least until the cooler weather.

other, rheumatism and another, malaria. 

It did not take long for our diet advo- 
cates to discover that there were specific 
cures in the field of diet as well. Hence, 
a considerable number of them have 


crept out. 
We have, for instance, the person 
advocates the raw-meat-and- - 


vegetable diet; another who says grapes: 
will cure everything from asthma to 
zymosis; another, oranges; another, to- 
matoes, and so on. 

Personally, I have no stock in any of 
these. I firmly believe the mono-diet 
can play a considerable part in therapy 
as a temporary remedial measure—not, 
however, as a permanent cure 


I believe that man’s diet should be 


varied, but nevertheless it can remain | 
entirely within the plant kingdom. There 
is so great a variety in the plant king- 
dom that we can secure every form of 
necessary nutrition from it. 

As concerns the so-called orange cure, 
I do not recall mentioning such a thing.

It is a majestic drama, grandly and 
adequately conceived, lacking only the 
vivacity of incident and the variety and 
vitality of character which make 
“Tiiad” tolerable even to our hurried age. 
Milton is too much of a philosopher to be 


completely the poet; he rises briefly on 


the wings of song, and then sprawls at 
great length on the plains of argument; 
his characters are all orators, logicians, 
and moralists; Adam mouths ethical 
platitudes fit for a baccalaureate ad- 
dress; God is a scholastic theologian, and 
only Satan lives. At the very outset the 
Deity finds it impossible to make head or 
tail of the theology that man has foisted 
upon him; he gives the most learned 
and ridiculous reasons to explain why he 
permits Satan to tempt man when by his 
divine foreknowledge he anticipates the 
fall, the puishment of Adam, the misery 
of generations, and the crucifixion of his 
own son in atonement for this celestial 
casuistry. This God is a Puritan in ex- 
celsis, to the nth degree; he issues harsh 
laws, and exatts a blind obedience; his 
heaven is a Puritan household, without 
revolt, objection, or criticism; the angels 
are for the mast part robots, subservient 
automata, as in such an absolute - 
archy as Milton had helped to depose; if 
some of them did not rebel, this heaven 
would be intolerably dull, one endless 
Sunday morning. Taine was not wrong; 
Satan is the hero of the tale. 


Even with this attraction our Satanic 
age can not read the poem. There are 
fashions in literature and thought and 
style; and time has left blank verse and 
Puritan morals far behind; we are closer 
to Shakespeare than to Milton today.

These ideas might not have become 
dogmas had not men died for them. 
Hundreds of these “Dissenters” had been 


pilloried, imprisoned or fined; some had 
had their ears cut off. It was made a 
crime to absent one’s self for a month 
from the worship of the established 
church; persistent refusal was punished 
with exile; and if the exile returned and 
was caught, he was put to. death. One 
rebel was imprisoned for fifteen weeks 
in a dog kennel, chained with irons, and 
unprotected against the elements; his 
hair and skin fell off, and then he was 
set in the pillories, in the cold of No- 
vember, beaten, and branded on the 
forehead; his ears were cut off, and his 
nose slit; finally he was sent to prison 
for life. Judge from this the brutality 
of the agé (it was not different in Ger- 
many and France,) and consider how in- 
evitable it was that men so persecuted 
should become incapable of doubt, and

This eminently reasonable action 
did not appeal to the Puritans; and 
when they protested, Charles replied 
with persecutions that drove 20,000 Puri- 
tans from England to America in the 
decade from 1630 to 1640. Parliament 
refused the King further money; but the 
King supplied his wants by granting 
monopolies that raised prices for the 
many and made millions for the few, 
and laid a “ship-money” tax upon all 
England for the maintenance of the 
fleet. John Hampden refused to pay, 
was summoned to trial, condemned, and 
stood his ground, while half the nation 
acclaimed him as a hero. Finally the 
King invaded Parliament and tried to 
arrest the leaders of the Puritans. Par- 
liament declared a revolution, Charles

At twenty-four he left Cambridge and 
retired to his father’s country house at 
Horton; there he spent five quiet years 
in self-education, loving all the 
growth of nature about him, and writing 
those minor poems which are all that we 
read of him today. He was not content 
with these gentle lyrics—‘“L’Allegro,” 
“Tl Penseroso,” “Lycidas;:” the last line 
of this last (his most beautiful) poem 
speaks his resolve to try larger themes— 


“Tomorrow to fresh woods and pastures new.” 


He felt himself dedicated to the task of 
a great poem; and though his participa- 
tion in the political turbulence of the 
time deferred the realization of his de- 
sire, he never forgot it, and held its ful- 
fillment as an obligation. . 

The advent of the Revolution found 
him in Italy, learning facility in Italian, 
studying Dante, visiting Galileo, and 
bravely defending his Protestantism in 
the very citadels of the Inquisition that 
had just silenced the great astronomer. 
News came to him of trouble brewing in 
his native land; at once he turned his
